Five Hours Improvement Over The 
Present C.N.R. Time And Ten 
Hours Better Than The 
C.P.R. Service 


Freight Service Will Be Put Into 
Effect on Monday—Track is in 
Excellent Condition and Trains 
Will Be Run on Schedule Time— 
New Service Will Mean Much to 
Edmonton and District. 


The daily through passenger ser- 
vice of the Grand Trunk Pacific rail- 
way between Edmonton and Winni- 
peg, will be inaugurated on Sunday 
morning next, July 3rd. Beginning 
that day, passenger trains of standard 
new equipment throughout, with 
sleeping cars and dining cars attached 
will leave Edmonton and Winnipeg 
every miorning. Advice to this effect 
was received at the Jasper avenue of- 
fices of the company this morning 
from W. P. Hinton, of Winnipeg, gen- 
eral passenger agent. As forecasted 
in the Bulletin on Thursday last, the 
inauguration of the through, daily 
passenger service will coincide with 
the starting of the daily freight ser- 
vice which is announced for Monday, 
July 4th. 

Five Hours Nearer Winnipeg. 

The city of Winnipeg will be 
brought five hours nearer Edmonton 
by the new G. T. P. passenger ser- 
vice, which starts next Sundey morn- 
ing. The Canadian Northern railway 
have been running their trains on a 
thirty-five hour schedule. The Grand 
Trung Pacific at the outset will make 
the trip of 792.9 miles between the 
capital of Alberta and tke capital of 
Manitoba in thirty hours. This time 
is eight hours better than that made 
by the Canadian Pacific railway, al- 
lowing the quickest connections at 
Calgary. The time of a direct trip to 
Winnipeg over the C, P. R. varies 
from thirty-eight to forty-two hours 

Convenient Time Table. 

The time of the arrival and depar- 
ture of the G. T. P. passenger trains 
at Edmonton and Winnipeg wiil be 
most convenient to the travelling pub- 
lic. The time set for leaving Edmon- 
ton for the east is half-past nine 
o'clock in the morning. The train 
from the east reaches Edmonton at 
a quarter past eight o'clock in the 
evening. This train leaves Winnipeg 
at three o'clock in the afternoon of 
the preceding day.

Winnlpeg Welcomes Announcement. 

Winnipeg, Jue 29—At last the wel- 
come annoucement of the 
Trunk Pacifie daily train service. from 
Winnipeg to Edmonton has come, and 
a thirty-hour trip is promised, to 
commence Sunday afternoon at 3 
o'clock. From the Edmonton end, the 
train starts at 9.30 a.m., arriving in 
Winnipeg at 4 p.m., Monday, July 4, 
and the same day at 8.15 p.m, the 
train from Winnipeg will arrive in 
Edmonton. The service to Saskatoon, 
which as been 18 1-2 hours, is cut 
to 17 1-2 hours and the through ser- 
vice is five hours shorter than the best 
hitherto provided, though the distance 
is only 34 miles shorter. 

Best in Modern Railroading. 

For this new service the Grand 
Trunk Pacific has been preparing for 
months, The trains to be used on the 
runs are all in readiness, consisting of 
new engines of the 600 series, new 
coaches, baggage cars and sleepers and 
diners, and everything throughout is 
to be of the latest and best type in 
moderp railroading. 

Occasion to be Honored, 

A number of officials will be on the 
first of the daily trains each way, and 
the occasion of the inauguration of 
this fast service will be honored at 
various points along the line. 

In making out the new schedule 
there was no difficulty to contend with 
as the gradients are so equable and 
the curvatures so easy and few that 
an average speed can easily be main- 
tained. The down trip, as will be 
seen by the time table, is to be made 
in 15 minutes less than the western 
one.

The drouth resisting 
nature of Edmonton district soil is 
such, however, that plant life has 
been able to draw on the reserve 
moisture in the ground, to such an 
extent that a stranger or anyone not 
fully familiar with normal conditions, 
would have no suspicion that there 
had been a most unusual period of dry 
weather. 


Pasturage Rich. 

On every hand the pasturage is rich 
and abundant and all cattle seen were 
in splendid condition. Many very 
fine fields of winter wheat were seen. 
Timothy and alfalfa are, at present, 
somewhat short, but.in good healthy 
condition, and with the rain, which 
has fallen during the last two days, 
these crops will spring up and furnish 
the usual heavy yield. 

Spring crops are somewhat = sbort, 
but not a single field was passed which 
did not appear in thoroughly healthy 
and satisfactory condition. The plants 
are strong and of a good rich, green 
color. Even without tle recent 
rains, a good average crop was as- 
sured. With the rain we are now 
receiving, a big crop may be looked 
for, 

In many fields examined, tests were 
made for moisture and in every 
case, though the actual surface was 
as dry as gun powder, moisture was 
found quite close to the surface, This

Mr, Fisher states that the common 
impression that the fact that there is 
luxuriant growth, everywhere in this 
district, while certain other portions 
of the west are badly burned out and 
suffering severely from drought, is due 
to an extra amount of rain received 
here, is hardly correct. The differ- 
ence is not so much in the rainfall as 
in the different soil conditions. Ow- 
ing to the nature of-our soil and sub- 
soil, he says, our land carries a lot of 
moisture in reserve, Which comes up 
from beneath and enables vegetation 
to maintain good healthy growth dur- 
ing along period of dry weather. 
Other districts having a lighter soil, 
with a gravelly sub-soeil and possibly 
subjected: to arying winds, have no 
such reserve of moisture from which 
to draw; and under such conditions, 
a very much greater rainfall is neces- 
sary to preserve a healthy growth.

On field’ visited by Mr. Fisher, was 


of ticular interest as illustrating 
this idea of reserye mojstute . ig the 
ground. ~ This field was visited on 


the 2nd of June and the owner of the 
farm was observed seeding the field in 
question to barley, Though there has 
been no rain since that date until the 
last few days. This barley germinat- 
ed ahd made vigorous growth; and 
When séen on June 26th, the stalks 
were found to measure from eight to 
ten inches above the ground. This 
growth had been ‘made entirely upon 
the reserve moisture below; and with 
exactly the same rain fall, in the drier 
districts, it probably would not have 
germinated at all. 


ENGINEER VOLIGNY HERE TO 
CONDUCT SURVEY OF RIVER 


Difficulty With Project to Make River Nevigable is the Shifting Sand Bars 
—Parties Sent Out to Take Levels—No Soundings Will Be Made This 
Year, But Will Be Taken Next Season, 


L. R. Voligny. chief engineer in 
charge of the survey which is being 
made by the Federal government for 


the purpose of making the Saskatche- 
wan navigable, arrived in the city this 
morning. When seen by the Bulletin 
Mr. Voligny stated that four level par- 
ties had been engaged for the work 
and would be distributed on sections 
ot about 200 miles along the river ex- 
tending from Edmonton to The~ Pas 
mission. Two transit parties will also 
work on the entire distance and a 
survey boat party will make a gen- 
eral reconnaissance of the river, 
Four level parties already

Rain From Didsbury North, 
Calgary, June 29——-The rain of last 
night extended from Didsbury north, 
It lasted from three to six hours, 
Melita, Man, June 29—Conditions 
of the crops in’ this district have 
changed owing to hot dry. winds 
About thirty per cent. of the Wheat 
crop has wilted past recovery.

Viennt, June 28—Owing to the dis- 
covery of discrepancies of more than 
$100,000,000 between the two. esti- 
mates of the cost of the vast water- 
ways project in Austria, the Upper 
house of parliament has refused to 
Sanction preliminary appropriations 
for the work and the government has 
now decided to postpone the meersure, 

The Polish deputies are exceedingly 
angry because immense sums would 
have been spent in Galicia, the poor- 
est of all the provinces in the. dual 
monrachy and they threaten such ob- 
struction in parliament that the Bin- 
erth cabinet will be eventually .wreck- 
ed unless the nfeasure is passed. 

The project includes the building of 
ship canals connecting the rivers Da- 
nube, Oder, Moldau, Elbe, Vistula and 
Driestor besides immense dredging op- 
erations in the tributary rivers of Ga- 
licia, Silesa, Moravia, Bohemia and 
upper and lower Austria. 

The hydrographic bureau of the 
ministry of commerce estimated the 
cost of the work at $160,000,000 but 
the estimates of the special waterways 
‘commission place the cost at more 
than $260,000,000. The Upper house 
consequently demands the substitution 
of a new bill to meet the altered con- 
ditions.

THY report of the fire and light 
committee, presented by Alderman 
Richards, and recommending that the 
council grant the petition of the Rev.

Richards stated that the com- 
mittee had a guarantee that the ex- 
tensions would be in use for twa 
years.

Ald. Tipton stated that he had been 
asked to voice the petition of J. Me-

at which the city band gave its pub- 
lic concert, be changed. He claimed 
that the hour at which the band ceas- 
ed to play was so late that many of 
those who would otherwise attend the 
picture show, were prevented ,with 
the result that on the night of each 
band concert he was “out” $10, 

The mayor: ‘The city is out $15 
every time the band gives a concert.’ 

The majority of the aldermen ex- 
pressed themselves as opposing the 
suggestion that the council should 
take action, and the matter was re- 
ferred to the entertainment commit- 
tee, 

Ald. Congdon asked if it would not 
be well to allow a discount on water 
rates were very low and that they 
to settle promptly. He suggested that 
the council might authorize a dis- 
count on water rates paid within fif- 
teen days of the date of the issue 
of the notice. 

Mayor Duggan said he thought the 
rates were very lo wand that they 
could hardly be expected to make 
any further allowanc, 

A suggestion from Ald. Richards to 
raise the rate and give a discount on 
prompt payment, did not command 
general approval. 

Ald. Bush: “Perhaps a more ef- 
fective method of ensuring prompt 
Payment of the rates would be to 
cut off the water supply of those 
in arrears.”’

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DAY OF CONFERENCES 
ON RAILWAY DISPUTES 


Nothing Results from Negotiations 
Between Katiways and Men, Al- 
though Compromise Is Now a 
Possibility—Conferences Are Am- 
1g.ble, 


-_— 


Montreal, June 28.—This was a day 
of conference between the represen- 
tatives of the Trainmen and Conduc- 
tors’ Unions, and the Vice-Presidents 


of the Canadian Pacific and Grand 
Trunk. Apparently nothing was gain- 
ed save the fact that on all sides the 
principle of further conference was 
recognized, which gave hope that such 
discussion might lead to an eventful 
settlement without open hostilities, 
Practically the whole day was given 
over to titese conferences by the un- 
fon leaders, In the morning they met 
Vice-President Fitzhugh, of the Grand 
Trunk, and had a talk with him last- 
ing over two hours. In the afternoon 
shey met Vice-President McNicoll, of 
the Canatlian Pacific, and were in 
conference with him from three until 
half-past five. 
To Mect Again. 

The most encouraging feattire of 
these long conferences was that it 
was promised that the men and ofti- 
cials of both roads would meet again 
when some further grounds for settle: 
ment might be arrived at. So far as 
the railroads are concerned their at- 
titude is much the same. The C.P.R. 
has accepted the award of the board 
of arbitration, but may make fur- 
ther concessions inthe interests of 
peace, aue Grand Trunk has refused 
the findings of the conciliation board 
and also declined to grant the de- 
mands of the men, but has expressed 
a willingness to make reasonable ap- 
proaches to find a basis of agreement 
that may prove the means of reach- 
ing a peaceful settlement. 

Men willing to Compromise. 

The men made the same demands 
upon both compantes for the uncom- 
promising acceptanes of the standard 
of wages for the district east of Chi- 
cago, but their present attitude is not 
how as determined as it was.

GOULDTHRITE SAID 
TO HAVE SUICIDED 


Missing Superintendent of Printing 
Bureau at Ottawe Reported to 
Have Jumped Into Detroit River 
—Report Believed to Be Effort to 
Throw Police Off Scent. 


Ottawa June 28,—The report from 
Detroit that Frank Gouldthrite, the 
missing purchasing agent of the Gov- 
ernment Printing Bureau, committed 
suicide by jumping into the river at 
Detroit, created a decided sensation 
here; while the opinion of the average 
man on the street, not acquainted 
with the missing official, is that 


Gouldthrite and some of his friends 
have been putting up a ‘game to 
make the police belicve that he has 
really committed suicide. They say 
that he has been in a mighty ner- 
vous condition for some time and 
that he is the kind of a man who 
would be likely to do away with him- 
self rather than run the risk of be- 
ing brought back to Ottawa, where 
he is so well known, to face a trial. 

On the other hand a despatch from 
Prescott says that Gouldthrite’s wife 
reached there on Saturday last and 
¢erossed over to Ogdensburg, which 
would seem to indicate that she had a 
knowledge of her husband's where- 
abouts, and was going to him.. If 
such was the cage it is not likely that 
Gouldthrite would be on a Cleveland- 
Detroit boat today.

Sireck issued a positive statement 
today that Plein was released and

nim-Kriewen, the announcement of 
the resignation of the finance minis- 
ter, Herr Von Rheinbadens, naturally 
heightens the confusion, as his re- 
tirement removes the leading figure of 
the Prussian administration, and a 
known favorite of the Katser, 

Due to Violent Attacks, 

Herr Kheinbadens’ desire to retire 
after nine years of conspicuous pub- 
lic Nfe is attributed largely to the 
violent attacks made upon him, the 
business world charging him with in- 
competence, 

Simultaneously with these changes 
comes the announcement that Foreign 
Minister Von Schoen has resigned. 
His resignation following so soon that 
of Colonial Secretary Dernburg, which 
occurred a few weeks ago, and the 
fact that five important ministerial 
changes have been made within a 
month are causing an excited discus- 
sion in political circles, where it is 
pointed out that the internal situation 
resulting from Chancellor Bethman- 
Hollweg’s lack of definite policy is 
rapidly becoming so confused and un- 
stable that his own positidn has be- 
come untenable. 

Emperor Announces Changes. 

Berlin, June 28.—The lgng expected 
eabinet shake-up came today. Official 
announcement was made of the Em- 
peror’s appointment of Burgomaster 
Lentze, of Magdeburg, to be Minister 
of the Treasury. Baron Von Kiderlien 
Wacchter was appointed secretary of 
atate for foreign affairs succeeding 
William Edljor Von Schoen who will 
go to Paris as ambassador to succeed 
Prince Von Radolin, The latter re- 
tires to private life. It is reported 
Baron Von Rheinbaben, whose re- 
@gnation as Prussian minister of 
state and finance was accepted today, 
will be named governor of Rhine prov- 
ince,

In the first place it offers the nove} 
acheme of taxation. Taxes are levied 
on only four forms of value: (1). 
Land, (2) Business, (3) Income, and | 
(4) Special Franchises. Aside from 
the poll-teox and the taxes against 
property-owners for improvements lo- 
cal to their property—the four sched- 
ules constitute the basis of the city 
assessment roll. As a matter of fact, 
only three are used, because all of 
the special franchises are owned by 
the city, and hence not taxed. 

When the assessor goes round in 
the spring, he considers three factors 
in making up his assessment roll or 
tax duyplicate—the value of the land, 
the 


the value of the businesses and 
value of the incomes. The income 
tax is simple. The first 200 pounds 


of the income is exempt. Each addi- 
tional two hundred of income is taxed 
at the general tax rate—6s on the 
20 pounds in 1908 above the exempted 
two hundred. 

The actual cash-value of the. land 
is taken and the tax-rate applied to 
it by the assessing officer. “In es- 
timating the land value,” says the city 
charter, “regard shall be had to its 
situation and the purpose for which 
it is used, or, if sold by the present 
owner, the purpose for which it couid 
and probably would be used in the 
next succeeding twelve months,” 

In other words, if there is a livery 
stable next door, this vacant lot wll 
assessed with respect to its value 
as a site for a livery stable; if the 
building happens to be a _ residence 
worth 56,000 pounds, the assessment 
will be on the basis of its value for 
a residence worth 5,000 pounds, If 
there be a bank next door, this lot 
will be assessed on its value as a 
possible bank site, Not that these 
examples state exactly the real situa- 
tion. The property next adjoining, 
standing by itself, does not of itself 
determine this basis. All the pro- 
perty near by—the immediate neigh- 
borhood—is taken into consideration, 

The Tax on Business, 

The tax on business is perhaps{ 
unique. The assessor fixes a rat}} 
per square foot of floorspace (irres- 
pective of partitions, lifts, stalrways, 
or other obstructions) of eacti build- 
ing or part of building used for busi- 
ness purposes. When at Mxes a ull- 
ferent value per square foot for each 
business, ranging from a shilling a 
square foot for the florist to 1 pound 
10s a square toot for the banker, To 
illustrate: Our florist occupies a 
single-storey building 50 feet wide 
by 200 feet long, a floor-space of 10,- 
000 square feet. The valuation of 
his business, assessed on the basis of 
a shilling a square foot, is 500 pounds. 
The bank, down in the city, occu- 
pies the same amount of floor-space 
as the florist, but its business is as- 
sessed at the rate of 1 pound 10s a 
square foot, so that his valuation is 
placed at 15,000 pounds, At the 1908 
tax-rate the florist pays 7 pounds 5s, 
and the banker pays 217 pounds 4s. 

Nor does the character of the build- 
ing enter into this business tax, The 
florist, in a generous mood, may have 
made his greenery of silver and plate- 
glass, costing 20,000 pounds; and the

banker, in a fit of acute penurious- 
ness, may have built his bank of 
poplar logs or peat, at a total cost 


of 40 pounds. The assessments will 
stand, anyhow, as figured out on the 
basis of floor-space, for they ere not 
assessments on the shell which holds 
the business.
